Jonathan, and his Armour Bearer. I am the Sampfon of 
Reformers, and many a Dalilab has allured me to ditcover 
my Strength in vain: "Tis true the Wicked have reproach'd 
me with itaining my Integrity, but I defy them to make 
good their Charge; In like Manner they infinuate, that I 
perfecute for Gain, rather than Reformation ; and that Sin 
{prings under my Foot-ftep, like Cammomil, the fafter by 
Opprefiion. I mutt confefs my Labours hive not been alto 
gether fo fuccefsful as I could have with’d, and the Game I 
have hunted from one Borough, has only taken Shelter in 
another. However, I will one Day or other print a Journal 
of my Proceedings, that the World 7g | be convinc’d of 
my Zeal, and the good Effect of my Labours. In the 
mean Time there is another Kind of Proffitutes, that are 
as great a Nuifance to the Publick, and deferve.as much 
Correétion as the other. Thefe aré the Mufhroom-Brood 
of Authors, Tranflators, News-Writers, and a whole Tribe 
of namele/s Names that infeft the courteous Reader like Flies 
at Bartbolomew-Tide. Every Day produces a new Genera- 
tion of thefe troublefome Infeéts, that were unknown the 
Day before, and will be forgot on the Morrow. As I have 
profefs'd myfelf a Reformer, I thought it my Duty to begin 
my Office with this worft Kind of Proftitutes, who are not 
only vitiated themfelves, but make it their Bufinefs to de- 
bauch other People.x——To this Purpofe I took out a War- 
rant from the High Court of Apollo, call’d about me a fuit- 
able Pofle of Criticks to ferve as Conftables and Beadles, 
and began the Search with as much Diligence, as if the 
Bays was to have been my Reward.——-I mean when the 
iluftrious Mr. Cidser had compleated his Volume of Odes, 
and Death taken them both into his Poffeflion together. 
It mult be obferv'd we were a little at a Lofs where to begin 
our Perfuit, for thefe Animals like the Jndians have no fix'd 
Habitation; unlefs their Creditors do them the Favour to 
provide one, and then they are often fettled for Life: Nei- 
ther do they live in Herds, as other Banditti do; no, they 
hold no Society with each other, unlefs "tis for their com- 
mon Intereft; and except the Writers of the Grud-/reet 
oxrnal, no two of them have been found together in the 
femory of Man. Some fay this is owing to their mutual 
Envy, or Contempt of each others but I rather believe 
that they chufe to divide the Country between them, that 
they may find the better Quarters, without ftarving one 

another. 

The fir of thefe Vermin that we ftumbled on, liv'd in a 
Cellar in Fleet-Lane, that he might be within Call, if the 
Warden of the Ficet fhould have any Commands; he was a 
Dealer in Ghofts, and Murthers, and never fail’d to have a 
Levee of Hawkers, on Saturdays, in Order to fecure a Din- 
ner for Sunday. We found him employ'd in writing an 
Anfwer to the Porfaken Locers Garland; a Quartern of Gin 
ferv'’d for Poetical Fire, and one of the Town Ladies, 
diftinguith'd by the Name of Bunters, for a Mule: They 
were both allarm'd at the Sight of my venerable Phiz, and 
fable Peruke, and made off with fome Confufion; appre- 
hending we were come to examine them by a Warrant from 
the Lord Chief Fuftice, rather than the God Apell, who 
was a Perfonage that neither of them was acquainted with. 
The next we had Intelligence of was an elderly Perfon who 
made a comfortable Living of hawking E/egies and Epitha- 
lamiums wp and down the Town, and now and then fur- 
nifhing fome lazy Brother with a Manufcript Sermon for 
Half a Crown. His Manner of vending his Ware was to 
examine the News for Deaths and Marriages, and he was 
always provided with ready-made Heroicks, that would do 
for either: When he had refolv'd on his Cuftomers he drew 
out a fair Copy, made his Compliment in propria Per/ona, 
and got a few Shillings, if mo Body had fore-ftall'd the 








Market before him. On being ask'd by what Authority he | 
prefum'd to take up the Trade, he pleaded Poverty asa fuf 
ficient Title, facetioufly hinted that very few of his Con- 
temporaries had any other, and that Mr. Bovius and he 
were firft Coufins. From hence we, with fome little! 
Trouble, made a Shift to find the Way to aPrinter’s Garret, | 
which was inhabited by a thin Mortal ina grealy Night 
Gown, a dirty Shirt, and furrounded with fuch a Cloud of | 
Smoak that, like the Robber Caczs, he was to be difcover'd| 
only by the Fire of his own Pipe: This fublime Perfon 
was a Writer of News, and to his profound Contempla- 
tions, we owe many of the wonderful Articles, that are 
the Coffee-Houfe Amufements; his Perfon, like his Au 
thorities, was a Secret, and his Hints were given thro’ a 
Hole in a Wall, that, like the Oracles of old, he might be 
conceal’d by his own Obfcurity. On looking over a few of 
his Paragraphs I found he was a Lyon to the Grub-/reet 
Journal, and that his Wit, like his News, was generally 
tecond Hand. WN. B. We gave him no Reproof becaufe he 
never pretended to be better than his Title. Our next 
Rainble was into the Strand, where we produc’d our War- 
rant to a Neft of Pirates, who were for itealing a Copy be- 
fore our Faces, to be the Foundation of a Sixpenny Pam 
phiet. Here we were diverted with a Set of Ruffian-like 
Fellows whofe Bulinefs is to prey on every Thing that is 
excellent, and obtrude furreptitious Copies on the Town, to 
underfell the true; to the Ruin of Author and Bookfeller, 
and in Contempt of all Jultice and fair Dealing: Aad if 
no fuchyOpportunity of Plunder fhould offer, whole 
Fraternity club all the Ornaments they are Matters of  fuch 
as a Wig, Sword, &¢. to make up one Gentleman among 
them, who is fent out in Search of Scandal and the Lie of 
the Day; and if any is to be found, as Scandal is feldom 
idle, they all fet down to work upon it at once, and, in 
Half a Day, they finith a whole Hittory of Intriegue: One 
writes a Preface, another a Bawdy Tale, a Third a Song; 
the Printer begims as they finith, and a popular Advertile 
ment is calculated to recommend the Contents. Thele are 
the Affaflines of Fame, and neither Quality, nor Virtue, 
Place, nor Fortune, are a Security from their villainous 
Pens: Hence the Town fwarms with Lampoons, and 
oe Seer Misfortune is made the Jeft of the Vulgar. 
Nothing but the Magiftrate can reform fuch Enormities as 
thefe; Satire is ufelels, they have out-liv’d the Senfe of 
Shame, and can have no Reputation to lofe. 

From thefe we remov'd to a Spunging Houfe hard by, 
where we met with a Man who was fending a Maaufcript 
to the Prefs that Moment, and fcem'd more concern'd for 
its Reputation, than the Lofs of his Liberty; he had all
